Kishi, Suzuki 
Meet Today; 


Diet Remains 
Paralyzed 


Prime Minister Nobusuke 
Kishi and the chairman of the 
Opposition Socialist Party, 
Mosaburo Suzuki, are scheduled 
to hold a private “summit con- 
ference” at 12:30 p.m. today in 
an effort to break the stalemate 
resulting from the Socialists’ 
boycott of all Diet proceedings. 

The meeting between the two 
political enemies was arranged 
by Shuji Masutani, speaker 3! 
the House of Representatives 
Masutani’s proposal for a meet 
ing earlier today between the 
parties’ general secretaries and 
the chairmen of the Diet policy 
committees was also accepted. 


It was generally predicted 
that a solution will be worked 
out at the lower-level meeting 
although final decision is to be 
made at the Kishi-Suzuki con- 
ference. 


The Socialists walked out of 
the Lower House Monday after- 
noon following the rejection of 
the party's dissolution motion 
but erroneously announced as 
approved—and a challenge by a 
Tory Diet Member who declared 
that if the Socialists really desir- 
ed new elections they could get 
this by resigning en masse. 


The solution may be that 
Masutani, in his capacity as 
speaker, announce deletion 
from the. records of Saeki 
Ozawa’s controversial go-ahead- 
and-resign statement. 

The Socialists continued their 
boycott of all Diet proceedings 
in both Houses yesterday. 

Early yesterday, the Social- 
ists were in general opposed to 
an “easy compromise” with the 
ruling party and the party lead- 
ership had difficulties in unify- 
ing opinions within the party 
for an early settlement. 


However, prospects for a set- 
tlement improved yesterday 
evening when the party left it 
up to Suzuki, Secretary General 
and Kane- 


Diet Policy Com- 
mittee, to decide what strate- 
gy to follow. 


Tt Was speculated late last 
night that now that the two par- 
ties have agreed to hold a sum- 
mit meeting, a compromise is 
certain, 


Deliberations on the budget 
m and other Government 
bills are therefore expected to 
begin today and the Socialist 
boycott come to a sudden halt. 
At yesterday's emergency 
meeting of the Socialist Party's 
Central Executive Committee, 
the junior members voiced 
strong demands that the party 
should force the Tories to dis- 
solve the Diet by handing in 
the mass resignation of all So- 
clalist Diet members. Most of 
the party veterans, however, 
spoke against such a drastic step 
and advocated that measures be

America’s new missile czar 
yesterday lashed out at “Mon- 
day morning quarterbacking” 
of the U.S. missile program and 
at the same time lauded com- 
petition stemming from inter. 
service rivalry. 

Lt. Gen. Arthur C. Trudeau, 
en route to the United States 
from Korea to take up his post 
as the army’s chief of research 
and development, told newsmen 
in Tokyo: 

“There's been too much cri- 
ticism of the satellite programs 
from persons who are so fana- 
tical and confident that they 
have the best way to do it.” 

He added: “These people can 
always find the ear of some- 
one in Congress or the press 
to carry the torch for them.” 

Referring to attacks on inter- 
service rivairy in the missile 
fields, he said: “In many re 
spects we are further ahead due 
to competition among the serv- 
ices.” 

Trudeau made his remarks at 
planeside in Tokyo where he 
arrived yesterday from Korea 
after bidding fareweil to his 
command in Korea. 

The new missile boss said he 
expected to spend two days in 
pen before departing tor the 
US.

Tito Regime Sentences 
Three Elderly ‘Plotters’ 


BELGRADE (AP)—A Yugo- 
slay district court tribunal here 
Tuesday sentenced three elder- 
ly Yugoslavs to prison terms 
ranging from four to eight and 
a half years on charges of at- 
tempting to overthrow the 
Yugoslav Communist regime. 

The judgment handed down 
after a three-day trial ordered 
Bogdan Krekic, 65, prewar 
trade union leader, to serve sev- 
en years in jail; Aleksandar 
Paviovic, 74, former. lawyer. 
was sentenced to eight years 
and six months and Milan Zu- 
jovic, 58, a professor at Bel- 
grade University, to four years 


in jail. 


Moves Begin for ‘Kings Union’ 
Of Jordan, Iraq, Saudi Arabia 


LONDON (Kyodo-UP) — Re- 
ports from Amman gave the first 
sign Tuesday of moves for a 
“kings’ union” between Jordan, 
Iraq and Saudi Arabia to coun- 
ter the projected republican 
union of Egypt and Syria. 


An editorial in Jordan's influ- 
ential newspaper Falastin called 
strongly for union with Iraq. 

“The Jordanian people aiming 
for Arab unity would bless 
every step taken by King Hus- 
sein toward realization of this 
union,” the newspaper said. 

The report coincided with 
others .saying that Hussein had 
called for a summit meeting 
with King Saud of Saudi Arabia 
and King Faisal of Iraq to. dis- 
cuss their policy toward the 
Egypt-Syria merger.

The “Young Colonels Group” of Indonesia was reported yes- 
terday to have given President Achmed Sukarno an ultimatum 
to purge his Government of Communists or they would form 
their own regime, but the Indonesian President denied this.

Macmillan May 
Rush Off to D.C. 


LONDON (AP)—A British 
Government source said 
Tuesday Prime Minister 
Harold Macmillan might 
make a quick visit to 
Washington within the next 
10 days to confer with Prest- 
dent Dwight D. Eisenhower 
on Bast-West summit talk 
problems. 


This would involve a 
change in the route of the 
Prime Minister’s homeward 
journey from his Common- 
wealth tour.

Package Bid: 
Humphrey 


WASHINGTON (INS) — Sen. 
Hubert Humphrey (D-Minn.), 
called upon the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration Tuesday to “break 
up the disarmament package” 
and negotiate with Russia on 
either suspension of nuclear 
tests or of nuclear military pro 
duction. 


In a speech prepared for Se- 
nate delivery, the Senate dis 
armament chairman said “it fs 
utopian to expect to reach com- 
prehensive agreements with the 
Soviet Union on any matter.” 
And he bluntly added: “To think 
we can obtain them on the most 
sensitive aspects of their and 
cur national security is deceiv- 
ing the American people as well 
as the entire world.” 


Humphrey said the State De 
partment too often will “brush 
aside the latest Bulganin letter 
at the first news fash.” He urg- 
ed that the U.S. say “no” to Ru 
sia only after “careful exam 
tion” of Soviet proposals.

Kremlin Note 
‘Negative,’

WASHINGTON (INS) — The 
White House said Monday night 
the Kremlin will have to pro- 
Vide “further clarification of the 
Soviet position” before Presi- 
dent Dwight D. Eisenhower can 
agree to an East-West summit 
meeting. 

In a statement commenting 
on Soviet Premier Nikolai Bul- 
ganin’s latest note to the Presi- 
dent on this issue, the White 
House said the Soviet jeader’s 
letter shows a “negative atti- 
tude” toward Eisenhower's sug- 
gestions.

It was pointed out, however, 
that in Li-vear cycles, the sun 
shoot#: out’ solar flarea which 


greatly increase radiation for 
short periaxis of time, in which 
case there could be a threat to 


spacemen. But it was pointed 
this lr-only pretiminary informa. 
tion. 

At the same time, Dr. William 
H. Pickering, director of JPL, 
said Explorer is doing so well 
it possibly may stay aloft as 
long as 12 years. 

Dr. Pickering and a group of 
scientists. responsible for the 
launching at Cape Canaveral, 
Pia., last Friday, said Monday 
night the satellite's flight was 
reaching an apogee or maximum 
altitude of more than 1,700 miles 
above the earth. 

The Jet Propulsion Laboratory 
and the Army Ballistic Missile 
Agency, Huntsville, Ala. joined 
in the successful launching. 


Dr. A. R. Hibbs, research 
analyst, sald the satellite 
launcher, fired southeasterly 


down the Atlantic Ocean mis- 
sile lane in the direction of 
South Africa, had an “invisible 
booster” from the eastern ro- 
tational apeed of the earth. 

Pickering added that the 
satellite's speed of about. 5,1 
miles per second could keep it 
aloft for “perhaps 12 years,” al- 
though battery-powered radio 
signals will fade out in about 
two moriths. 

“We believe we're getting 
more  ecientific information 
than the Russiane were able 
to get because of the more ‘s0- 
phistieated’ instrumentation of 
the Explorer,” he said. 

Caltech president Dr. Lee A. 
Dubridge said the laboratory's 
scientists had received a “per 
sonal message of congratula- 
tions” from President Eisen- 
hower relayed through Alan T. 
Waterman, director of the Na- 
tional Science Foundation. 

Informed that the Interna- 
tional Geophysical Year Head- 
quarters in Brussels had receiv- 
ed only a rehash of previous 
news in the first Soviet ecien- 
tifie report on the sputniks, Dr. 
Piekering said: 

“That's very interesting, be- 
cause We certanly are getting 
a Whole lot of information from 
the Explorer and it will be 
made public as pledged.”

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fia. 
(INS)—Powerful winds Tues- 
day made it highly uncertain 
when the Navy will be able to 
stage another attempt to launch 
its Vanguard rocket and create 
another U.S, moonilet. 

The Army, meanwhile, stated 
flatly that the first U.S. satel- 
lite, the Explorer, placed in 
orbit by a Jupiter-C rocket Fri- 
day night, will stay in the sky 
for about 10 years.

The Army estimate of the 
lifetime of the Explorer was 
made on the basis of new cal- 
culations by Dr. Manfred Eimer, 
of the Jet Propulsion Labora- 
tory, at Pasadena, Calif., where 
the upper stages of the four- 
stage, Jupiter-C were built. 

Eimer said the latest informa- 
tion shows that the Explorer, 
which mounts to an altitude of 
1,600 miles in its egg-shaped 
orbit around the earth, appro- 
aches no closer than an altitude 
of 230 miles. 


WASHINGTON (AP)—The 
US. Army is considering a pro- 
posal by its satellite scientists 
to send up before the end of 
this year an elaborately instru- 
mented mooniet, weighing as 
much as 700 pounds.

and the longest by a British 
plane”—it was announced Mon- 
day night.

“All signa point to a happy 
conclusion of our anti-Commu- 
nist struggle,” he declared. 

The government, he said, was 
seeking unification of anti-Com- 
munist forces at home and try- 
ing to fan anti-Communist up 
risings on the mainiand. 

Foreign minister George Yeh 
told the visiting Japanese news- 
men Tuesday that there could 
be no middle road between Na- 
tionalist and Red China.

A new variety of cigarettes will 
also make its debut this fali in 
packs of 20, priced at ¥60, Last 
year, the corporation made two 
trial varieties “Tulip” and 
“Clover,” and distributed them 
to smokers to observe their re- 
actions. 

It will make a choice between 
the two on the basis of this 
survey. 

In addition, an improved ver- 
sion of the pipe tobacco “Momo- 
yama” will be put on sale from 
April. This will be sold in a 
vinyl case as well as in tins as 
at present.

“I should be most grateful if 
you are good enough to see to 
it that your Government would 
give favorable indication re 
garding our request.” 

Lall's Reply 

In his reply simultaneously

After his brief and successful 
visit here, Lall left Tokyo at 
6:15 p.m. yesterday via PAA for 
Washington. 

Lall’s mission in the US. is 
to negotiate with the U.S. Gov- 
ernment for obtaining loans 
amounting to some $225 million. 

Fujiyama’s Comment 

Foreign Mintster Fujiyama 
said in his formal comment on 
the conclusion of trade and cre- 
dit talks with India: 

“The friendly relationship be- 
tween Japan and India saw an 
epochal progress last October 
when Indian Prime Minister 
Jawaharlal Nehru visited Japan 
in return for Japanese Prime 
Minister Nobusuke Kishi's visit 
to India last May. 

“The joint deciaration by the 
two Prime Ministers announced 
on Oct. 13 last year was truly 
significant in that it set forth 
the fundamental principles to 
guide the Japan-India relations 
in future. 

“The present Agreement on 
Commerce and the grant of cre- 
dit is an important step forward 
to give concrete shape to these 
principles.” 

Yen Credit 

Text of the joint communi- 
que on the yen credit follows: 

In pursuance of paragraph 6 
of the Joint Communique issu- 
ed in Tokyo by Prime Minister 
Kishi and Prime Minister Nehru 
on the 13th of October, 1957, 
the Representatives of the Gov- 
ernments of Japan and of India 
have discussed the details of 
Japan’s cooperation with India, 
for the successful implementa 
tion of India’s Second Five 
Year Plan, by way of yen cre- 
dit to finance the supply of 
capital goods from Japan. 

As.a result of these discus- 
sions, an understanding has 
been reached today to the effect 
that an amount of eighteen bil- 
lion yen will be made available 
as a special measure within a 
period of three years through 
the Export-Import Bank of 
Japan to enable the Indian Gov-

ernment or parties recommend- 
ed by the Indian Government 
to make purchases from Japan. 

The. loans given by the Bank 
against this line of credit will 
be used for the purchase of 
Japanese goods including rail- 
way equipment, hydro and ther- 
mal power generation, transmis- 
sion and dam construction 
equipment, coal mining and pro- 
cessing equipment, ore mining 
and processing equipment, ships, 
port equipment, industrial ma-

The loans given to Indian par-

Lakes Into Rinks 


A 40-minute trip by bus from 
Kamisuwa takes you to another 
skating ground, Lake Tadeno- 
umi, where, although no hot- 
springs are found, the inns offer 
pretty reasonable rates. Many 
of the lakes In the mountains of 
Nagano Prefecture, turn ‘into 
skating rinks in winter. 

One of these which is gain- 
ing increasing popularity with 
Japanese youths is Lake Misuzu 
in the suburbs of Matsumoto, 
Nagano Prefecture, accessible 
from the city in 20 minutes by 
bus or train. The lakeside 
hoteis are all Japanese style and 
some offer accommodation at 
the economical rates of ¥600 to 
¥700 on the American plan. 

From Chino Station on the 
Chuo 'Line we can reach two 
lakes, Tadeshina and Shirakaba. 
The former, with seven Japa- 
nese style inns for tourists, is 
located at an hour’s distance by 
bus from the station, while the 
latter is 70 minutes by bus. 
Lake Matsubara near Matsu- 
bara Station on the Koumi Line 
cannot be overlooked as one of 
the most attractive mountain 
lakes surrounded by deep and 
quiet hills on all sides, 


Recommended Highly 


Recommended for foreign 
skaters are skating rinks in 
Karuizawa on the Shinetsu Line, 
where there are Western style 
accommodations. There are 
more than 10 rinks, including 
those privately owned by some 
of the hotels. Although the 
scenery is not quite as beautiful 
as in the deep mountains, facili- 
ties are highly modernized. 
There is a motor highway con- 
necting Tokyo with Karuizawa. 

In the Joetsu district betweén 
Niigata and Gumma Prefectures 
Lake Haruna, with adjoining 
[kao spa is an excellent skaters’ 
resort. From Shizukawa on the 
Joetsu Line a 40-minute bus or 
train ride will bring you to the 
hotsprings, and another 50-min- 
ute ride on the bus to the lake. 


Those with less time will find 
the lakes in Hakone or Nikko 
closer to Tokyo and more con- 
venient. Hotels in the area pro- 
vide services suitable to foreign 
guests. It is necessary to check 
ice conditions of these lakes be- 
forehand since they are easily 
affected by warm weather. 

Skates of all sizes, except out- 
sizes, may be rented for ¥200 
up at most of the rinks, 


Manza Spa With Plenty 
Of Snow Ideal for Skiing

Manza Spa used to be an iso- 
lated haven, reached in winter 
only by walking on skis a good 
distance. But now it has be- 
come highly accessibie, with 
buses running into the district 
from both Karuizawa and from 
Naganohara, bringing the skier 
almost to the doorstep of which- 
ever of the several inns he has 
reservations for, and also to the 
very foot of the main ski slopes. 


A skier, used to the over- 
crowded weekend slopes along 
the Joetsu Line, is pleasantly 
surprised to aee that the Manga 
ski slopes are not so densely 
populated per square foot, even 
when al] the inns are crowded 
to capacity. The comparative 
inaccessability of the region ac- 
counts partly for this; and an- 
other reason may be that the 
area is full of ski tour possibi- 
lities of not too difficult require- 
ments, 


From Manza, ski trips may 
be made to and back from Ku- 
manoyu Spa of the Shiga 
Heights region, or to Mt. Shi- 
rane with its small volcanic 
lake nestling in the snow. A 
sojourn of several days would 
still leave a different itinerary 
for each day, providing the 
weather permits. And if the 
day turns out too snowy, the 
slopes and vicinity offer com- 
pensation. 

There are two ski lifts. one 
of which is provided with a 
midway get-off station for se 
who are not Interested in Bing 
all the way to the top. Even 
if one gets off at this stop, 
there is a thrillihg ride down 
what is known as the “camel’s 
back” because of the continu- 
ous series of small humps that 
lead eventually to the top of 
one of the slopes near the 
lodges. 

Another attraction of Manza 
is its fine hotspring baths. Each 
of the inns has several baths, 
large and small, and of course 
everyone knows how inviting 
such can be after a strenuous 
day in the snow. 

There are several ways to get 
in and out of the Manza region. 
A bus may be taken from Na- 
ganohara (a station on the O-shi 
line, about one hour’s ride from 
Shibukawa), which brings one 
to Manza after a two-hour ride 
through snowy mountain coun- 
try and pasture land. Buses for 
Manza may also be taken from 
Karuizawa, in which case the 
ride is approximately three 
hours. 

As for the way out, one may 
of course take either of the 
buses mentioned above. But 
there are also several courses 
which the more ambitious skier 
may attempt. For instance, a 
one-hour climb brings one to 
Manza Pass, from which the

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way is down only. although 
through rather sharp, short 
curves that have a bad way of 


upsetting the less experienced. 
This course leads through the 
Yamada Spa, which has some 
very fine modern inns (hetter 
than those at Manza). A rest 
and a quick dip in the hot- 
spring bath here before resum.- 
ing the homeward trip via 
Suzaka and Nagano, are quite 
in order, 

Another route leads out 
across Mt. Shirane toward 
Yamada Pass and Shibu Pass, 
and on to the Kumanoyu Spa 
of the Shiga Hei¢ht« region. 
This course leads along the 
ridge, offering a dazzling view 
of snow-clad Mt. Asama and ot 
the Japan Alps peaks in the 
distance. Perhaps this accounts 
for the popular name “Skyline” 
used for a part of this course. 
For those with plenty of time, 
Kumanoyu Spa is another fine 
place to spend the night and 
make further plans for ski 
journeys in the Shiga Heights 
vicinity. 

Weekenders may find the 


special round trip ski buses 
that leave Tokyo (Shinjuku) 
every Friday evening for 


Manza, with seat reservations 
and inn facilities included, 
quite convenient; while Sunday 
skiers may make use of the 
Saturday night special bus. 
which brings its passengers 
back to town on Monday morn- 
ing. These special buses are 
run by the Seibu Railway Line, 
and advaneé reservations are 
necessary.

U.S. Banker 


Of Recession 


A leading U.S. banker assured 
a local audience yesterday that 
the people of the Free World 
have nothing to fear from the 
reported recession in the United 
States because, he said, the 
American economy is “funda- 
mentally progressive and not 
recessive.” 

John J. McCloy, chairman of 
the board of directors of the 
Chase Manhattan Bank in New 
York, said there were many 
more “knowledgeable and s0- 
phisticated people” in the 
United States today who were 
fully aware of the need to cope 
with the signs of recession. 

The former president of the 
World Bank, here on a 10-day 
business and pleasure trip, 
spoke at a luncheon given joint 
ly in his honor at the Imperial 
Hotel by the America-Japan So- 
ciety and the American Cham- 
ber of Commerce in Japan. 
Earlier yesterday, McCloy was 
received in audience by the 


Emperor. 

McCloy, who had visited 
Japan shortly after the end 
of World War Ii, _ noted 
the “spectacular recovery” made 
here during the past 11 years 
and paid tribute to the vigor 
with which the Japanese peo 
ple have accomplished the task 
of postwar rehabilitation. 

The former U.S. high com- 
missioner for Germany said he 
saw a parallel between the 
Japanese and German peoples’ 
efforts in lifting themselves 
from the crushing war damage. 
Despite their long traditions, 
McCloy said Germany and 
Japan are “young” countries. 

McCloy, who was one of the 
key figures responsible for the 
activation of the famous 442nd 
Regimental Combat Team, re 
minisced over the war years 
and paid high tribute to the 
loyalty and courage displayed 
by the Nisei volunteers. He ob- 
served that the wartime reloca- 
tion of US. citizens of Japanese 
ancestry, though in itself a 
“harsh measure,” proved bene- 
ficial from a long-range view.

WASHINGTOY (AP) — The 
Foreign Agricultural Service 
said Tuesday continuing ex- 
pansion of Japan's economy 
offered a great opportunity for 
American farmers.

Indonesia Accepts

Indonesia has accepted the 
Soviet offer of 35,000 tons of 
shipping for interisland trans- 
poration, according to a dis- 
patch by Antara quoted by Kyo- 
do yesterday. 


The report by the Indonesian 
news agency said Jakarta has 
decided to charter 10 Soviet 
ships and that the passenger 
ships offered were all double or 
triple decked—a necessary con- 
dition for Indonesia’s interinsu- 
lar transportation.

Japan’s Fishing Industry 
Praised by FAO Director 


“Japan's example in develop- 
ing her fishing industry is an 
inspiration to all countries in 
the Indo-Pacific area,” stated Dr. 
D. B. Finn, CMG, director of 
Fisheries Division, Food and 
Agriculture Organization (FAO), 
Rome, in an interview on his 
arrival.at Tokyo yesterday. 


“The huge catch made by 
Japanese fishermen, more than 
4,750,000 tons a year or nearly 
2,000,000 tons more than the 
United States, the second big- 
gest fish-catching country, 
speaks for itself,” said Dr. Finn. 
‘It is an encouragement to 
other Indo-Pacific countries to 
develop their fisheries. We, at 
FAO, who are concerned with 
helping such countries by as- 
sisting them with their develop- 
ment plans, naturally turn to 
Japan when we need fishery ex: 
perts for technical assistance as- 
signments. We have such ex- 
perts now at work on projects 
in India.” 


Dr. Finn referred to the 
growth of fishermen’s coopera- 
tive societies in Japan and said 
that there was immense scope 
for efficient cooperatives in all 
the countries of the Indo-Pacific 
region, 


“Both Governments and the 
fishermen themselves are show- 
ing increasing interest in coope- 
ratives as a means to increasing 
the catch of fish and improving 
the standard of living of the 


fishermen and 
stated Dr. Finn. 

“But one of the main obsta- 
cles to efficient organization 
and management of fishermen’s 
cooperatives is lack of trained 
leaders and managers. We at 
FAO are trying to help in this 
respect. 

“T have just come from an 
Indo-Pacific Training Center in 
Fishery Cooperatives and Ad- 
ministration which we have 
been running jointly at Sydney 
and Adelaide with the Govern- 
ment of Australia. It was at- 
tended by about 25 participants 
from some 13 Indo-Pacific coun- 
tries.” 

The aim of the center was 
to train the participants in or- 
ganizing and efficient operation 
of fishermen’s cooperatives. 

“These men will carry back 
to their own countries the 
‘know-how’ which they can pass 
on to their fellow countrymen 
who are concerned with estab 
lishing and managing coopera- 
tives,” Dr. Finn explained. 

“This, we feel, is a very prac- 
tical way of tackling an im- 
mense and very complex task 
founded on the poverty and il- 
literacy of the mass of fisher- 
men, traditions In the fishing 
industry which hamper devel- 
opments, lack of finance, mod- 
ern gear, equipment and me- 
chanized boat, lack of process- 
ing and distribution facilities 
and.so on.”

“While the bank is best 
known for our work in Latin 
America where we now have

Waugh pointed out that many 
of the bank’s loans to foreign 
public institutions had been 
directly for relending to private 
enterprises. He cited examples 
of this in loans made to Mexico, 
Israel, Italy and the Philippines. 


“Examples in Asia and Latin 
America are port facilities in 
Turkey, railroads and highways 
in Iran, power in the Philippi- 
nes, dams in Mexico and Brazil, 
the Inter-American highway in 
Central America, railway and 
port improvements in Brazil.” 


Joint Fishery Plan 
With Thais Held Up 


BANGKOK (AP)—Dlans to 
build a $45 million fishery pro- 
ject on Tarutao Island in the 
Gulf of Siam have been held up 
“by a strange silence from the 
Japanese Government,” accord- 
ing to Thaj sources. 


The project, which was to be 
a joint Thai-Japanese arrange- 
ment, would have involved 
construction of a cannery, re 
frigeration plant, storage facili- 
ties and room for 700 trawlers 
to unload fish.

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Competition in Space 


So now the world is being circled by two man-made 


satellites, one Russian and the other American. 
a big difference, of course, 


It makes 
that the United States has 


broken the Soviet’s monopoly as a space occupant. 
America’s first satellite is much smaller than the sur- 
viving Sputnik Il or even the now-disintegrated Sputnik I. 
But we are inclined to think of how infinitesimal these and 
all the future man-made space objects are out there in the 


unknown vastness, 


What is the limit of man’s knowledge? 


The only an- 


gswer to that is death, for the more we learn the more we 
see there is to learn and no man’s lifetime is enough to 


satisfy all his curiosities. 


What the current East-West 


scientific race underscores is that this insatiable human 
urge for knowledge is apt to get mixed up with some other 
motives when it comes to applying it. 

Some people may in fact question whether we need 
any space satellites, while thinking men everywhere are 
gravely conscious of the increasingly urgent need for some 
progress in the science of human relations. 


Symptomatic of that is 


the normal and natural re- 


sponses to all of the satellite launchings. In the face of 
existing down-to-earth problems like the cold war, it is 
also good sense to try to interpret the scientific events in 
terms of the closer human Situation. 

Thus America’s success last week served as a tremen- 


dous shot in the arm to the Free World. 


We include our- 


selves among those who felt joy and relief, notwithstanding 
the fact that we had never entertained any doubt about 
America’s capability of matching or surpassing Russian 


scientific genius. 


The immediate significance of the American satellite 
is not scientific but psychological and political. Now the 
Washington Government can approach the Kremlin on the 
proposal of a summit conference, and at the conference 
itself, with greater confidence that it will receive proper 
respect—if not from the Russians at least from the rest of 


the worlkd. 


In this regard, we are reminded of the proposal Presi- 
dent Eisenhower sent Premier Bulganin last month for a 
pact renouncing the use of outer space for military pur- 


It should carry a lot more weight now. The Rus- 


slans may have been the first to launch a Satellite, but we 
are more impressed by this particular initiative from 


America. 


Tomorrow may, for all we know, see another Soviet 
satellite shoot out into space—perhaps this time weighing 
a ton or containing a man or charted for the moon. Imme- 
diately we could expect a reversal of the present delicate 


East-West balance. 
eatch up. And so on. 


And then later the Americans would 


Such competition is good for scientific progress, no 
doubt. But what we would like to see is some competition 
in the realm of sincere efforts to assure that such progress 
will be devoted to the betterment of mankind. 


Fire Lessons Repeated 

Only a fool who has put his hand on a hot stove to see 
how hot it is would repeat the experiment. And the same 
goes for those who are only witnesses to the act. 

But time and time again we have seen this common 
sense rule mocked in this country. The incredible fire that 
gutted the Tokyo Takarazuka Theater last Saturday is an 
example of lessons unlearned—and at the same time, of 
course, it repeated the lessons, 

While the investigators are seeking one or two individ- 
uals who might be blamed for the fire, we know very well 
that the responsibility is more widely distributed. Individ- 
uals ought to be made to answer for their part, yes. But 
what we need are better preventive measures, to reduce 
the high probability of such disasters by eliminating the 
opportunities for individual carelessness. 

The original cause of the Takarazuka fire was the use 


of open flames in an act on 


the stage. Someone may be 


arrested for this—because he failed to obtain the prescribed 


Fire Department permit. 


What strikes Us as more blamable than such a person 
for persons) is the law itself, which would permit a stage 
fire under any circumstances. This practice, which we see 
often in our realistic theater, including kabuki, has got 


to go. 


The next point to examine is why the fire, once it 
ignited, spread with such devastating, uncontrolled speed. 
Are there no regulations enforced against the use of highly 
flammable curtains or other objects in a theater? 

From another viewpoint it may be said that the Taka- 


razuka fire turned out to be 


jess disastrous than it might 


have been. This was apparently due to sheer luck, as 
well as the ample exits of the building and the creditable 
job of the firemen. Many of our other theaters, though, 
are terrible firetraps, and their managers seem completely 
unrestrained in filling the aisles with over-capacity ticket 


buyers. 


Nothing could be plainer than that what is needed is 
Stricter fire regulations. And by strict we also mean 


strictly enforced. 


Text of Japan-India Commerce Pact 


The Government of Japan 
and the Government of India, 

Being desirous of facilitating 
and developing commerce be- 
tween their respective coun- 
tries, 

Have agreed as follows: 

Article I 

1, With respect to customs 
duties and charges of any kind 
imposed on or in connection 
with importation or exporte- 
tion or imposed on the inter- 
national transfer of payments 
for importa or exports, and 
with respect to the method 
of levying such duties and 
charges, and with respect to 
the rules and formalities in 
connection with importation 
and exportation, and with res 
pect to the application of in- 
ternal taxes to exported goods, 
and with respect to all inter: 
nal taxes or other internal 
charges of any kind imposed on 
or in connection with :mported 
goods, and with respect to all 
laws, regulations and require 
ments affecting internal sale, 
offering for sale, purchase, dis 
tribution or use of imported 
goods, any advantage, favor, 
ape wea or immunity which 

s been or may hereafter be 
granted by either party to any 
product originating in or des 
tined for any third country 
shall be accorded immediately 
and unconditionally to the like 
product originating in or des 
tined for the territory of the 
other rty. 

2. e provisions of gee 
graph 1 of this article shali not 
entitie Japan to claim the 
benefit of preferences or advan- 
tages accorded by India to 
Commonwealth countries or of 
advantages accorded by India to 
adjacent countries in order to 
facilitate frontier traffic. 

Article Ul 

1. Nationals and companies 

cf either party shall be accord- 
ed treatment no less favorable 
than that accorded to nationals 
and companies of any third 
country with respect to pay- 
ments, remittances and trans- 
fers of funds or financial in- 
struments directly or indirectly 
between the territories of the 
two parties in accordance with 
the laws and regulations of the 
other party in force from time 
to time, 
2. No prohibitions or restric 
tions shall be applied by either 
party on the importation of any 
product of the other party, or 
on the exportation of any pro 
duct destined for the territory 
of such other party, unless the 
importation of the like product 
of all third countries or the ex- 
portation of the like product to 
all third countries is similarly 
prohibited or restricted. 

3. Notwithstanding the pro 
visions of paragraphs 1 and 2 
of this article, either party may 
take such measures as are ne 
eeseary to safeguard its exter- 
nal financial position and 
balance of payments.

1. Nationals of either party 
shall be permitted to enter, so- 
journ, travel or reside in the 
territory of the other party, 
provided that the enjoyment of 
the above rights shall be sub 
ject to the laws and regulations 
of such other party which are 
generally applicable to ali for- 
eigners alike. 

2. Nationals and companies of 
either party, within the territory 
of the other party, shall be ac- 
corded most-favored-nation treat- 
ment with respect to all matters 
pertaining to the levying of 
taxes, access to the courts, the 
making and performance of con- 
tracts, rights to property (tangi- 
ble and intangible), participa- 
tion in juridical entities, and 
generally the conduct of all 
kinds of business and profeasion- 
al activities. 

Notwithstanding. the above 
provisions, each party reserves 
the right to accord special tax 
acivantages on a basis of recipro- 
city or by virtue of agreements 
for the avoidance of double taxa- 
tion or the mutual protection 
of revenue.

Mainichi Shimban said the 
Japan-India trade agreement 
and the accord for extension of 
a ¥18,000 million credit to India 
will greatly serve to further the 
two nations" economic as well 
ag diplomatic relations and at 
the same time will prove a con- 
tribution toward the develop- 
ment of world economy. The 
development of world economy 
will be promoted through libe- 
ralization of trade and therefore 
it should be appreciated that the 
two important economic areas 


in Asia have built up the foun- 
dation for atreamlining their 
trade relations. The paper hop- 
ed the agreed yen credit exten- 
tion, though “a widow's mite”, 
will set an example to ampiy- 
funded big powers to give eco- 
nomic aid to underdeveloped na- 
tions. 


Yomiuri Shimbun hailed the 
conclusion Tuesday of the Japan- 
india trade agreement and said 
that the accord for extension 
of a ¥18,000 million credit to 
India marked a step taken for- 
ward for putting into practice 
the two nations’ economic ties. 
It is particularly noteworthy 
that the trade agreement pro- 
vides for most-favored-nation 
treatment pertaining to tariff, 
trade, remittance, entry and re- 
sidence and shipping, the paper 
stressed. Mutual accord of most- 
favored-nation treatment meant 
that India withdrew its applica- 
tion of the escape Article 35 of 
the GATT regulations, thereby 
removing an obstacle in the way 
of.the two nations’ trade rela- 
tions, the paper said.

Article ¥V 

1, Each party undertakes 
that if it establishes or main- 
taing a state enterprise, wher- 
ever located, or grants to any 
enterprise or agency, formally 
or in effect, exclusive or special 
pelvileges, such enterprise or 
agency shall not, in its pur- 
chases or sales involving either 
imports or exports, act in a 
manner as will nullify or im- 
pair any benefits accruing to 
the other under the Agreement.

With respect to such im- 
ports each party shall accord to 
the trade of the other party fair 
and equitable treatment. 

Article V 

1. Merchant vessels of either 
party shall have liberty, on 
equal terms with merchant ves- 
sels of the other party and of 
any third country, to come with 
their passengers and Cargoes to 
all ports, places and waters of 
such other party open to for- 
eign commerce and navigation. 
Such vessels shall in all respects 
be accorded most-favored-nation 


treatment within the ports, 
places and waters of such other 
party. 


2. Merchant vessels of either 
party shall be accorded most- 
favored-nation treatment by the 
other party with respect to the 
right to carry all goods and per- 
sons that may be carried by 
vessels to or from the territory 
of such other party; and such 
goods and persons shall be ac- 
corded treatment no less favor- 
able than that accorded to like 
goods and persons carried in 
merchant vessels of such other 
party with respect to duties and 
all other fees and charges, to 
bounties, drawbacks and other 
privileges of this nature, as well 
as to the administration of the 
customs. 

3. Each party may reserve 
to its own vessels the right to 
engage in the coasting trade, 
provided that such restriction 
shall be applied to vessels of 
any third country. 

Merchant vessels of either 
party may, neVertheless, pro- 
ceed from one port to another 
within the territory of the other 
party, either for the purpose of 
landing the whole or part of 
their ngers or cargoes 
brought from abroad, or of tak- 
ing on board the whole or part 
of thelr passengers or cargoes 
for a foreign destination. 

4. (1) ‘In case of shipwreck, 
damage at sea or forced put- 
ting: in, either party shall ex- 
tend to vessels of the other 
party the same assistance and 
protection and the same exemp- 
tions as are in like cases ac- 
corded to its own vessels, 
Goods salvaged from such ves- 
sels shall be exempt from all 
customs duties, unless the goods 
are cleared, within a reasonable 
period, from customs custody 
for domestic consumption, 

(2) If a vessel of either 
party has stranded or has been 
wrecked on the coasts of the 
other party, the appropriate 
authorities of such other party 
shall notify the occurrence to 
the nearest competent consular 
officer of the country to which 
the vessel belongs. 

Article VII 

The Government of each 
party shall accord sympathetic 
representa- 
tions made by the Government 
of the other party in respect 
of any matter arising from or 
in connection with the im- 
plementation of the agreement 
and shall afford to the Govern- 
ment of the other party ade 
quate opportunity for consulta- 


tion, 
Article VIII 

1, The agreement shall be 
ratified and shall enter into 
force on the date of the ex- 
change of instruments of ratifi- 
cation which shall take place as 
soon as possible at New Delhi. 

2. The agreement shall re 


main in foree for a period of 
two years from its entry into 
force and shall continue in 
foree thereafter provided that it 
shall be terminated on the date 
of expiry of the above-mention-

Protocol 

At the time of signing the 
Agreement on Commerce be- 
tween Japan and India, the 
undersigned representatives, 
duly authorized by their respec- 
tive Governments, have agreed 
on the following provisos, 
which shall be considered in- 
tegral parts of the aforesaid 
Agreement. 

1, The  most-favored-nation 
treatment provisions of the said 
Agreement shall not apply with 
respect to those rights and 
privileges which are or may 
hereafter be accorded by Japan 
to (a) persons who originated 
in the territories to which all 
rights, title and claim were re- 
nounced by Japan in accordance 
with the provisions of Article 2 
of the Treaty of Peace with 
Japan signed at the city of San 
Francisco on Sept. 8, 1951, or to 
(b) the native inhabitants and 
yessels of, and trade with, any 
area set forth in Article 3 of 
the said Treaty of Peace, so 
long as the situation set forth 
in the second sentence of the 
said article continues with fre- 
spect to the administration, 
legislation and jurisdiction over 
such area. 

2. With reference to Article 
Ill, the most-favored-nation 
treatment with respect to the 
enjoyment of rights on im- 
movable property shall be ac- 
corded on a basis of reciprocity. 

3. With reference to the first 
sentence of Paragraph 3 of Arti- 
cle VI, vessels of Pakistan, in 
respect of which special ar- 
rangements subsist between 
India and Pakistan, shall be 
deemed to be excluded from the 
scope of the restriction men- 
tioned therein.

‘Kwan Kim<Gaul, a Chinese 
painter, is famous in Europe 
and America for his unique 
work, in which are blended the 
art forms of both West and East. 

When he was a boy of 10, he 
was brought to the United States 
to etudy. His interest turned 
to art, and he studied painting 
in California, thus learning to 
paint according to Westerh me- 
thods, 

Gradually in him rose the 
sentiment and feeling of his 
ancestors. His painting began 
to reveal his individuality as 
well as the traditional Chinese 
artistic forms. Thus his unique 
art developed, 

“In painting, as well as in 
any other art, nature endows 
each individual with his own 
character and peculiarity; and 
it is the duty of each generation 
to use one and the other so 
that art can be born anew.

More Blunders at Okinawa> 


Much has been made of the 
ineptitude of the American mili- 
tary authorities which has re- 
sulted in a growing resentment 
among many Okinawans and 
the pervading influence of the 
forces advocating a return to 
Japanese sovereignty. 


It is not generally known 
that their proclivity for doing 
the wrong thing in matters of 
civil administration extends to 
the field of labor affairs. It is 
the earnest hope of this writer 
that publication of the perti- 
nent facts may contribute to- 
ward possibly preventing a re- 
petition of such practices. 


In response to complaints 
lodged by Japanese unions 
claiming that basic human 
rights and, in particular, work- 
er rights were being violated in 
Okinawa, the powerful Interna- 
tional Confederation of Free 
Trade Unions sent an inquiry 
commission to Okinawa in May 
1956, composed of American and 
Japanese labor leaders. 


This fact-finding commission 
recommended a series of re 
forms regarding revision of so- 
cial and labor legislation, the 
introduction of a minimum 
wage, criticized restrictive prac- 
tices on trade unions, etc. The 
American Federation of Labor- 
Congress of Industrial Organiza- 
tions (AFL-CIO) was requested 
to lend assistance in its imple- 
mentation. U.S, Army officials 
gave assurances to the AFL-CIO 
that certain reforms were to be 
carried out. 


In January 1957 the ICFTU 
directed Asahi Okura, director 
of its Tokyo office “to undertake 
a mission to Okinawa in order 
to check on the reforms which 
were being undertaken there, to 
find out how they work in prac- 
tice and what their effects are, 
what further reforms are being 
prepared and what proposals 
for further action éhould be 
made ... and to make recom- 
mendations for assisting work- 
ers in developing a _ strong, 
healthy free trade union move 
ment.” 


During early 1957 Okura ap- 
plied for a visa to visit Okinawa 
and it was refused without any 
reason given. Since then he 
has made four visa applications 
only to be turned down each 
time. 


It is difficult to comprehend 
the reason why Okura has been 
denied entry. He is well 
known in Japan as a stanch 
supporter of democratic causes 
and is a determined opponent 
of both the extreme left and 
the extreme right. During the 
war the militarists imprisoned 
him for his courageous antiwar 
attitude. Few finer examples of

Half Way to the Summit 


We are now engaged, as all 
the world knows, in negotiating 
with the Russians on the ques 
tion of how we can megotiate 
with the Russians. Thi®’ is a 
question which lends itself to 
a certain confusion, and to that 
confusion Hagerty in some re 
marks on the television pro- 
gram “Face the Nation” has 
now made a contribution. 


Until Hagerty spoke it had 
been generally taken for grant- 
ed that the President's position, 
as established by Secretary 
Dulles, is that he will not meet 
Khrushchev at the 
until Dulles has negotiated 
agreements which can be ap- 
proved. The idea was suppos- 
ed to be that the President and 
Khrushchev would meet at the 
summit not to negotiate the big 
issues but to approve agree- 
ments on some of them which 
had already been negotiated.

This sounds as if the Presi- 
dent was ready to go to the sum- 
mit with nothing more agreed 
upon than a list of topics that 
the Russians and we ourselves 
would like to discuss. Hagerty 
cannot have meant that, or if he 
did mean it, he will soon be 
hearing from Dulles. For 
Dulles, quite rightly in my view, 
is mot likely to let the Presi- 
dent go to a meeting with 
Khrushchev until it has become 
certain that they can reach an 
acceptable agreement on some- 
thing that has substance and 
significance, 


Hagerty’s off-hand remarks on 
the television program are not 
a state document for which he 
can be held strictly accountable. 
But there is a certain plausibi- 
lity in thinking that he has here 
reflected, perhaps inadvertently, 
something like the spirit of the 
President's personal attitude as 
distinguished from the letter of 
the Dulles official line.

The basic issue is whether to 
negotiate down below and then 
to meet at the summit, or to 
meet at the summit and then 
negotiate down below. 


On this issue there are two 
schools of thought, There is 
what we may call the orthodox 
school, which is represented not 
only by Dulles but also by 
Kennan, by President Heuss 
of Germany and by the 
great majority of professional 
diplomats and experienced ob- 
servers in foreign affairs. They 
distrust and dislike spectacular 
meetings at the summit except 
to celebrate agreements reached 
quietly down below. 


But there is another school, 
which may conceivably be the 
modern school, who are entitled 
to great respect even if one 
does not follow them. They 
hold that the only way to pro- 
mote fruitful and serious nego- 
tiations down below is to give 
them a push from the summit. 
They would like, therefore, to 
have a meeting at the summit 
in the hope that it will cause 
substantial negotiations to be- 
gin down below. 

Their argument, which was 
new to me until 1 heard it re- 
cently, is that in dealing with 
a dictatorship like that in the 
Soviet Union, nothing can be 
initiated and nothing can be 
decided except by the small 
oligarthy at the top. Until the 
leading members of this ruling 
oligarchy can make personal 
contact with the men at the top 


with whom they have to negotl- 
ate, they must depend on their 
complicated aad rather wooden 
bureaucracy, not merely for 
their information on the outside 
world but for their understand- 
ing of what the information 
means. They are not satisfied 
with this. Therefore, they want 
to hear in a face-to-face meet- 
ing from Eisenhower personal- 
ly what the American policy 
really is, and not to be depend- 
ent upon reports of ambassa- 
dors writteh, presumably, in the 
bureaucratic jargon and with 
the stereotypes of the party 
line. 
> * . 

On this ground there is a case 
to be made for what might be 
described as a brief, preliminary 
and exploratory ‘meeting at the 
summit for the purpose of 
initiating serious diplomatic 
negotiations down below. 


It seems to me a strong case 
but not a conclusive one. For 
there may be ways of dealing 
with the central point of this 
argument, which has very con- 
siderable force, without the 
risks and disadvantages of an 
improvised meeting at the sum- 
mit. 

One of these ways might be 
to have Vice President Nixon 
visit Moscow during his prom- 
ised trip to Europe this sum- 
mer, That might be taken by 
Khrushchev as evidence that 
the President was willing to be- 
gin by meeting him half-way. 
And the Vice President might 
bring back with him some fresh 
impressions of what the Rus- 
sians intend.

What makes the visa refusal 
even more incomprehensible is 
the fact that Okura’s visit to 
Okinawa is designed to bring 
about @ more stabilized labor 
situation and to assist by advis- 
ing all parties concerned in the 
formation of a democratic labor 
movement in Okinawa. : 

Several months ago, at the re- 
quest of the ICFTU, James B, 
Carey, president of the Interna- 
tional Union of Electrical Work- 
ers and a top figure in the AFIL- 
CIO, met with Defense Depart- 
ment officials in an effort to ob- 
tain a visa for Okura. Report- 
edly he failed to budge them. 


As a result of this continued 
rebuff by the American mili- 
tary authorities, the ICFTU at 
an executive board meeting 
held last November, decided 
that the U.S. Government is in- 
fringing on the right of trade 
unions to maintain relations 
with their international organi- 
zations and that if Okura is not 
granted a visa, if necessary, the 
ICFTU plans to submit a com- 
plaint to the International 
Labor Organization, a United 
Nations body, for infringement 
of Convention 87 which guaran- 
tees “freedom of association” 
and “the right to organize.” 


Thus the attitude of the 
American high commissioner 
has not only alienated Oki- 
nawan and Japanese trade uni- 
onists but has also unneces- 
sarily created a conflict with 
the ICFTU, whica is the spokes. 
man for organized labor 
throughout the Free World. 

If the ICFTU is forced to 
bring this issue to the ILO, 
there is every prospect that 
this organization would find the 
U.S. Government guilty of vio- 
lating a basic ILO covenant. 
Such an action would not only 
be humiliating but would also 
further injure American pres- 
tige in Asia and elsewhere. 
Once again, American author- 
ities find themselves in a posi- 
tion where they can be easily 
accused of not practicing what 
they preach. 


Fumihiko Takaragi is vice 
president of the Postal Work- 
ers Union (Zentei) and is con- 
sidered as an outstanding Ja 
nese trade unionist. Within So.

Several years ago Takaragi 
applied for a visa to visit Oki- 
nawa in order to make contact 
with the Okinawan postal unior. 
At first he was granted a visa 
but it was suddenly withdrawn 
before he was able to proceed 
to Naha. During the latter part 
of 1957 the Okinawan postal 
union invited Takaragi to at- 
tend their annual convention. 
Again he applied for a visa 
Which was refused. Takaragi 
has appealed to American and 
ICFTU labor leaders to do 
something about the visa prob- 
lem. 


It is apparent that the Ameri- 
can high commissioner has 
taken the position that he will 
not permit any Japanese labor 
representative to come to Oki- 
nawa despite the nonpolitical 
nature of their visit. It is to 
be noted, on the other hand, 
that all sorts of Japanese citi- 
zens, teachers, businessmen, re- 
ligious figures, etc. have been 
permitted entry. One is requir- 
ed to possess a far more fertile 
imagination than mine to at- 
tempt to fathom the reasoning 
behind such policies, , 


Any policy that simultane. 
ously increases resentment and 
tensions between Okinawans 
and Americans, which creates 
difficulties for Japanese trade 
unionists who are supporters of 
free trade unionism, and also 
incurs the opposition of the in- 
ternational free trade union 
movement and thereby fur- 
nishes ammunition to those ele. 
ments in Japan and Okinawa 
who are trying to further the 
cause of anti-Americanism and 
pro-communism—such a policy 
is nothing short of disastrous.
